MASS 


As usual a large fcUbgregatiou gathered 


at tbe open air temperance mass meeting 
held at tbe park last evening. The meet- 
ing wad called to- drier by J. P- Moore, 
Esq., and Ihe exercises were opened by 
singing "Welcome the beautiful day," by 
Messm. Bunn and Prescott, and Mr, and 
MM. Wessels, Mr. ^presldlof at the 
organ. Prayer was oflered by Hev M. 3. 
Kaufmani followed i by ;the singing of 
"Sound nbout tbe war cry." 


The chairman then introduced Elder 


flaynes, of tbe Christian church, who 
made an earnest and telling speech of 
about twenty minutes. 


Tho speaker said be did not know cer- 


tainly wbetbet be was to speak or not 
until he came upou tbe ground. 
As Elder 


Tyler insisted upon his speaking he said he 
supposed he wanted to use him as a gong 
to call the people to the feast, that be 
(Tyler) was about to serve up for them- 


lie went on to say that -the object of 


these temperance meetings was not to in- 
terfere wilh anybody's rights, but he said 
if there was au evil ID the. community 
which threatened its peace and good order, 
and was sapping tho foundations of good 
society, the people had a right to talk and 
pray about it; they had a right to legislate 
with reference to it, and use their utmost 
endeavor, In all laudable ways, to put the 
evil out of their midst. 
He recommended agitation as essential to 
successful effort for -the abatement of any 
wrong that existed In »oq.ielir.,:'He referred 
to Ihe anti slavery movemenKas an illus- 
tration. This he said was small in its be 
ginning!", but tho people, seeing the groat 
wrong of slavery, commenced to Inlk 
abnnt il, nnd agitation WAS kept up until 
the system of slavery was crushed out. He 


I the people to keep tip the ngitntioti 


of the temperance question, and never be 
silent until tlii! liquor traffic is 'entirely 
suppressed. The address was mado up of 
most excellent, practical su gcstions.which 
ull'eri'il, in nn earnest and impressive man- 
ner, which could not fail to fasten them in 
the memory of all who heard them. 


The stirring song "Stand to your arms," 


was then sung by tho quartette already 
iinmcd. After which the chairman intro- 
duced Hev. ,1. Z. Tyler, of Virginia, who 
Hindi! a stirring speech, which was address- 
ed mainly to young men. 


He Haiti it was right to labor for the re- 


formation of drunkards, but his experience 
and observation had taught him that moat 
of the cll'orls put forth to reform those who 
had already formed au appetite for strong 
drink were fruitless. 
So strong is tho ap- 


petite, when onco formed, that but tew 
liavo Iho resolution necessary to resist it. 
Me referred to several canes of temporary 
reformation which soon lapsed into tho old 
way. Ho gave one very touching case of 
a mnn who, with one hand upou tbe Bible, 
nnd the other clasping thn't of bis dying 
wife, solemnly promised, by the side of ber 
denth bed, that ho would never drink 
again, but who, notwithstanding bis prom- 
ise, in ado untlor those fearfully 
solemn 


circumstances, returned to bis cups, and 
went down to a drunkard's grave. 


The speaker went on to say that Ihe 


most promising lield in which to work for 
temperance is to labor with Ihs young 


men; 
nnd earnestly appealed to the ladies, 


who aro holding these meetings, to labor 
to save young men who are soon to occupy 
tbe places of those who are now tho active 
business men uf the community. 


He also appealed to the young men to 


watch over themselves, and never take the 
first step in the downward course. He said 
home should be mado attractive and pleas 
ant for tbe young men iu the family, so 
that it would be pleasant for them to spend 
their evenings in the family, rather than 
on the street. Tho address was an excel- 
lent one, and contained most excellent 
advice to our young men, which, it is to 
be hoped, they, will heed. Atlbtconclu 
sion of Mr. Tyler's speech another'meet- 
Ing was announced for next Sunday even- 
ig, if (lie weather should prove suitable.
